‘I FEEL LIKE HALF 
OF ME DIED...’ 

— murdered twin’s sister 


THE identical twin 
sister of a young 
woman murdered 
by an obsessed 
older man watched 
him being jailed for 
life at Cardiff 
Crown Court on 
Tuesday - and said: 
“Half of me has 
died with her.” 

Twin Nicola Thomas 
told of her emotional tor¬ 
ment at jealous Philip 
Packer (50) strangling 
her sister Jenna (22) 
because she had found a 
new boyfriend her own 
age. 

Former lover Packer 
was jailed after being 
found guilty of murder¬ 
ing Jenna in his car in a 
country lane. 

Her twin sister Nicola 
made a moving state¬ 
ment which was read to 
the court, as Packer sat 
with his head bowed in 
the dock. 


Nicola said: “People 
don’t understand how 
great the bond between 
twins can be - not even 
other family members. 

“It has been seven 
months since my sister 
died, and I still feel like 
half of me died that day, 
too. 

“People still call me 
by her name, and I know 
my mum and dad find it 
hard when I walk 
through the front door. 
For a split second, I 
know they see her. 

“I not only lost my sis¬ 
ter and best friend, but 
part of me, too. 

“Our whole family 
lost a precious girl and 
no words come near to 
explaining the impact 
this has had on us.” 

Nicola revealed she 
hid herself away upstairs 
after Jenna’s death, to 
avoid adding to her fam¬ 
ily’s grief. 

She said: “At times, I 
would be sat on my own 


wanting to go down¬ 
stairs, but if I did, it 
would make it hard for 
everyone else. 

“I felt a complete 
sense of loss and the 
irony is that the one per¬ 
son I would want to turn 
to is the one person who 
isn’t there. 

“Even after feelings of 
loss have faded and I 
find myself having fun 
and feeling life is bear¬ 
able, those feelings 
quickly tend to go. I still 
feel like I should^n’t have 
too much fun, because 
Jenna isn’t here with me. 

“No parent ever 
expects their child to die 
before them and it makes 
me both angry and upset 
that my mum and dad 
have been put in this 
position. 

“We have all come to 
realise this pain will 
never go. Despite our 
best efforts, normality is 
still unachievable.”

BAND D TAX SET 
TO RISE BY £48? 


COUNCIL TAX in 
Bridgend is set to 
rise by £48 a year at 
Band D - an 
increase of just 
under 5 per cent. 

Bridgend’s cabinet 
approved the new rate at 
its meeting on Tuesday, 
although it also has to be 
agreed by the full coun¬ 
cil. 

This will push the 


Band D council tax up to 
£1,057. 

Lower bands will pay 
a lower increase, while 
higher bands will pay 
more; but town and com¬ 
munity council precepts 
also have to be added to 
that figure, as well as the 
South Wales Police pre¬ 
cept, to give household¬ 
ers the grand total of 
what they will have to 
find in the new financial 


year starting in April. 

The council has set 
itself a new budget of 
£232m - up from the 
£223m being spent in the 
current year. 

However, despite the 
increase, the council is 
having to find savings 
across the board, as it is 
facing massive pressures 
which will wipe out that 
increase and more.

Coun Alana Davies 
agreed that the council 
had let the people of 
Portheawl down: “We 
took a backward step, 
having had solar-pow¬ 
ered lights in 2007, to 
decide not to have them 
the following year. 

“Although they were 
not Blackpool 

Illuminations, they gave 
us UK-wide publicity. 
We must reconsider it in 
future.” 

Coun Jill Sweet said 
that the tree placed by the 
police station was pathet¬ 
ic. 

Coun Norah Clarke 
stated that it was unclear 
what information about 


the lights was conveyed 
to the working group: 
“Did the people on this 
group know about the 
solar lights? There has 
been a breakdown in 
communication.” 

Coun Alana Davies 
commented that she had 
raised this repeatedly 
throughout 2008. The 
facts were known to 
members of the working 
group and to councillors 
generally. 

Coun Chris Smart said 
that the lights were a 
nightmare and a special 
meeting of the council 
should take place to dis¬ 
cuss this. 

“A substantial part of 
our budget is spent on 
these lights. We must 
have a visit from the firm 
responsible.” 

Coun Alana Davies 
said that from now on, 
proper minutes of meet¬ 
ings of the working 
group must be kept and 


recorded. Coun Wendy 
Ingram explained that 
minutes were taken, but 
she had them all at home 
and will produce them at 
the next meeting. 

Mayor Rosemary 
Deere remarked that the 
protocols governing the 
working group need to be 
looked at and their deci¬ 
sions should be reported 
back to the council. 

“We are thoroughly 
disgruntled and apolo¬ 
gise to the public.

Changes needed 
to make roads 
safer for cyclists 


I WISH to 
respond to the 
follow-up letter 
by Dr RP 
Sheppard, regard¬ 
ing the issue of 
cyclists/pedestrians 
using the B4270 
Llantwit Major to 
Llandow road. 

It appears that Dr 
Sheppard will never 
accept any ideas that I 
have put forward, which 
I must emphasise again, 
are not pure suggestion 
but born out of 20plus 
years of experience on 
my part. He thankfully 
agreed with one of my 
points, but denounced 
the rest, saying they 
were impractical. 

Rather than doing 
this, I would appreciate 
him making some con¬ 
structive ideas of his 
own, as like him I would 
like to see safer roads 
for cyclists and pedestri¬ 
ans. 

I will not suggest any 
further ideas, as he will 
no doubt find fault with 
them. 

In these days of busy 
roads, the cyclist/pedes¬ 
trian is in the minority 


and is always going to 
have a hard time, unless 
this country’s attitude to 
transport changes. 

Unless local transport 
improves or designated 
cycle routes are imple¬ 
mented, this imbalance 
will always exist. 

It’s up to the said road 
users to make their jour¬ 
neys as safe as practical 
and reduce the risks. 

A recent example that 
I must bring to your 
attention of someone 
with no regard for his 
own safety, was a gentle¬ 
man I saw recently on 
the road in question, 
who was walking 
(thankfully facing the 
oncoming traffic) 
towards Llantwit Major 
as it was getting dark, 
wearing camouflage 
trousers and jacket. 

He was not only risk¬ 
ing his own life, but pre¬ 
senting a road safety 
hazard, as traffic was 
swerving to avoid him, 
due to not being able to 
see him early enough! 

I have not seen him 
on this road since; hope¬ 
fully he didn’t come to 
any harm.

However, I doubt 
whether such a model, 
like most that try to sim¬ 
ulate complex situations, 
would contain all the 
parameters. 

In any case, such a 
model would be 
designed to prove the 
need for traffic lights 
and might well be sup¬ 
plied by an organisation 
with a vested interest in 
showing that need. 

Just from observing 
traffic flows at different 
times, it should be intu¬ 
itively obvious that traf¬ 
fic flow is improved 
when the traffic lights 
are disabled. 

Might I suggest that 
the person(s) responsible 
use some of our hard- 
earned money that we 
have paid them, to use 
their time to carry out a 
proper survey at these 
roundabouts - both with 
and without the traffic 
lights? 

Each survey needs to 
be over a period of sev¬ 
eral days and at different 
times. 

Counting the number 
of vehicles through the 
roundabouts will not do 
because the answer will 


be the same in either 
case - actually it will 
probably be less when 
the lights are enabled, 
due to motorists avoid¬ 
ing them by taking dif¬ 
ferent routes. 

For instance, I, and 
many others, drive from 
Porthcawl to the M4 at 
Pyle to avoid these 
lights when travelling 
eastwards towards 
Cardiff. 

This adds another 
eight miles to the round 
trip - more wasted fuel 
but less wear and tear 
and less frustration. 

Rather, the survey 
should take account of 
the number of times 
vehicles have to stop 
and start and the length 
of time vehicles are sta¬ 
tionary - all of which 
contribute to increased 
wear and tear on vehi¬ 
cles and the highway - 
and will have increased 
the carbon footprint of 
all the vehicles. 

Will someone from the 
council give an indica¬ 
tion of when they are 
going to respond to the 
issues raised?

Crime falls 
in borough, 

- police report 


SOUTH Wales Police 
revealed this week 
that crime figures in 
Bridgend released by 
the Home Office show 
that crime in the 
borough fell during 
the 12 months to 
September 2009, 
compared with the 
previous year. 

“The figures confirm 
that there were 244 fewer 
victims of crime for the 
year - a decrease of 2.5 
per cent. There were sig¬ 
nificant decreases in rob¬ 
bery (down 22.2 per 
cent) and thefts of motor 
vehicles (down 20.3 per 
cent),” a spokesman said. 

The number of crimes 
being solved by officers 
has also increased, with 
130 more offences 
detected over the same 


period. 

Chief Superintendent 
Carl Davies, of Bridgend 
and Vale police, said: 
“These crimes can have a 
devastating effect on 
someone’s quality of life, 
and we have made a con¬ 
certed effort in key areas 
with targeted crime pre¬ 
vention initiatives. 

“ I am very pleased to 
see more than 240 fewer 
victims of crime across 
the borough, proving that 
Bridgend is an even safer 
place for everyone. 

“This reduction has 
also been achieved 
through effective target¬ 
ing of key individuals, 
including prolific offend¬ 
ers who commit a dispro¬ 
portionately high level of 
crime,” he concluded.

best endeavour, atten¬ 
dance and sports. 

The school also has 
the Yolande Osborne 
award for art. Yolande 
Osborne had been a gov¬ 
ernor at the school for 
many years, and also a 
community councillor.

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A new board will

AS briefly reported 
earlier, a manage¬ 
ment board is to be 
set up to oversee 
Bryngarw Country 
Park and Bryngarw 
House. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net has agreed to set up 
the board as part of a bid 
for European money to 
upgrade facilities at the 
park. 

The new board, con¬ 
sisting entirely of offi¬ 
cers drawn from differ¬ 
ent departments, will 
oversee the strategic 
management of the park 
and house and also the 
B-LEAF project, which 
is also based there. 

This involves people 
with learning difficulties 
who grow and sell 
plants. 

There is already a 
review of Bryngarw 
under way, with various 
options to be considered, 
including involving a 
partner from the private 
sector in the running of 


the house, although no 
decisions have been 
taken. 

The council is seeking 
a more sustainable busi¬ 
ness model for the 
future. 

The report to cabinet 
states that there is still 
considerable potential at 
Bryngarw for develop¬ 
ment as a tourist destina¬ 
tion and a focal point to 
showcase local culture 
and heritage. 

It could also benefit 
from a growing educa¬ 
tional market in environ¬ 
mental issues and horti¬ 
culture.

In a report on the rev¬ 
enue budget, the cabinet 
was told that although 
Bridgend received an 
increase of 2.6 per cent 
in the money it receives 
from the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
and business rates, the 
final settlement “remains 
inadequate to meet exist¬ 
ing service pressures and 
normal inflationary 
increases, let alone addi¬ 
tional service pressures 
and desires for service 
improvement.” 

The cabinet heard that 
the council had suffered 
a shortfall in funding in 
recent years and this had 
resulted in a “backlog of 
budgetary pressures.” 

There have already 
been reports to the cabi¬ 
net in recent months 
about the pressures on 
the adult social care 
budget as a result of an 
ageing population, plus 
a need for extra money 
for looked-after chil¬ 
dren. 

The council is grap¬ 
pling with the need to 
implement equal pay 
and is carrying out job 
evaluation across the 
board. This is likely to 
cost £3m in the new 
financial year. 

There are also prob¬ 
lems with backlogs of 
building and highways 
maintenance. 

Although increases 
have been allowed in 
some areas, other areas 
have had to find savings 
and the budget contains 
savings of £2.4m with 


further cuts over the 
next two years of £8m. 

The report warns that 
there will be difficult 
and challenging deci¬ 
sions to be taken. 

It adds: “The ability 
of the council to achieve 
savings of around £8m 
over the following two 
years will be severely 
constrained, unless alter¬ 
native methods of serv¬ 
ice delivery are actively 
explored and opportuni¬ 
ties for partnership 
working optimised. 

“The council has to 
look at modernising 
services and different 
service delivery models 
to ensure that services 
continue to be fit for 
purpose and delivered in 
an effective and efficient 
manner.” 

Increases in spending 
included in the budget 
for the new year include: 

• £lm for independ¬ 
ent foster placements for 
children in care. 

• £271,000 for work 
on Ysgol Gyfun 
Gymraeg Llangynwyd 
as the school grows year 
by year. 

• £200,000 for high¬ 
ways maintenance. 

• £150,000 to deal 
with increased home¬ 
lessness. 

• £153,000 cost of 
implementing changes 
needed in the wake of 
the e-coli inquiry. 

• £541,000 in adult 
social care budget 
because of increasing 
number of older people 
needing help. 

• £320,000 more for 
residential and nursing 


home fees. 

Savings in the budget 
include: 

• Cuts of £30,000 to 
private nursery schools. 

• £680,000 savings 
from changes to the 
waste services and 
refuse collection con¬ 
tract. 

• £90,000 by reduc¬ 
ing road sweeping by 
one vehicle. 

• £35,000 from 
reconfiguration of 
library services - no 
details available yet. 

• £30,000 from halv¬ 
ing of summer holiday 
play schemes. 

• £55,000 from 
reduced costs of sick¬ 
ness absence. 

Increased charges are 
also in the pipeline for 
trade waste, burials and 
other council services, 
plus lOp on the price of 
school meals. 

Council leader Mel 
Nott said that the cabinet 
has worked closely with 
officers to set a sensible 
budget which can 
respond to the pressures 
facing the council, while 
continuing to meet the 
day-to-day needs of the 
community,. 

“Today, we received 
the welcome news that 
the UK is officially out 
of its recession, but real¬ 
istically we will feel its 
impact for many months 
and even years to 
come,” he said. 

“We know that the 
economic downturn is 
likely to affect the fund¬ 
ing which councils will 
receive in future years 
which is why we have 


presented this sensible 
and balanced budget. 

“Once again, we are 
underlining our commit¬ 
ment to the protection of 
frontline services.” 

He said he was 
pleased that new money 
had been found for 
important things such as 
looked-after children, 
services to the elderly 
and highways. 

“I believe this sends 
out the important mes¬ 
sage that we are meeting 
our responsibilities to 
our residents from the 
cradle to the grave.” 

Coun Nott said that 
while this budget was 
affordable, the council 
was still facing the chal¬ 
lenge of making sub¬ 
stantial savings over the 
next two years. 

“Setting the council’s 
budget is a timely 
reminder that many of 
our residents and busi¬ 
nesses are facing finan¬ 
cial difficulties too. 

“I want to stress how 
we are committed to 
delivering a budget in 
their best interests, as 
well as leading on and 
supporting a number of 
local initiatives designed 
to proactively help resi¬ 
dents and businesses.”

Nicola said she still 
has trouble sleeping 
because the night 

g Ves her, and her 
mily, “time to 
reflect” on what they 
have all lost. 

She said: “I think 
about what Jenna was 
feeling that day and feel 
anger at the way Jenna 
was taken from us.” 

Nicola said her par¬ 
ents were now more 
concerned for her safety 
and she spoke of her 
fears for Packer’s 
release. 

She added: “I would 
dread the day we ever 
encounter him again and 
being the identical twin 
of Jenna, makes the feel¬ 
ing all the more chill¬ 
ing.” 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that bright Jenna 
left school with 11 
GCSEs, to start a career 
as a student nurse - but 
she suddenly quit to 
work as a barmaid in a 
club in Porthcawl, where 
where she met married- 
man Packer, who 
worked there as a door¬ 
man. 

Prosecutor Peter 
Griffiths QC said: “She 


was an attractive, intelli¬ 
gent, confident, fun-lov¬ 
ing girl. At the night¬ 
club, they got to taiow 
each other and, to many 
people’s surprise, 
because of the 28-year 
age difference, they 
began a relationship - 
they became an item. 

“Jenna was then 19 
and Packer was 47. Not 
surprisingly, her parents 
disapproved of their 
relationship. 

“Packer’s marriage 
broke up and Jenna and 
he then began living 
together in a flat on the 
seafront esplanade.” 

But there was a 
“gradual deterioration” 
in their two-year rela¬ 
tionship with Packer 
becoming “more con¬ 
trolling” of behaviour. 

Mr Griffiths said: 

“She moved back into 
her family home in May 
2009 but, in Packer’s 
mind, he refused to 
move on. He would not 
accept the finality of the 
break-up. He would not 
let her go. 

“Packer was extreme¬ 
ly jealous of any hint of 
a new man in her life.” 

The court heard that 
Jenna met a new man, 
Ian Walters, who was 
the same age. But the 
murder trial was told 
that Packer confronted 
her about seeing him. 

The pair spent hours 
arguing in Packer’s car 
before he strangled her 
as she sat in the front 
seat next to him. 

Mr Griffiths said: “He 


then drove to Porthcawl 
police station where he 
told the officer behind 
the desk what he had 
done. 

“Officers went out of 
their station and saw the 
body of a young woman 
in the front seat with a 
blue sheet over it. 

“Back inside the 
police station. Packer 
said: ‘We have argued 
and argued all day and I 
strangled her.’” 

The court heard he 
demonstrated with his 
hands how he had done 
it - but said he did not 
mean to kill her. 

Mr Griffiths said: 
“Packer deliberately 
strangled Jenna because 
of her refusal to restart 
their relationship and 
because she wanted to 
get on with her new life 
and her new relation¬ 
ship. 

“In the last week 
before her death. Packer 
phoned her 316 times 
and she returned 50 of 
those. 

This showed he was 
not accepting the break¬ 
up and she wanted to 
build a new life. 

“Jenna was ringing 
back because that’s the 
sort of good natured per¬ 
son she was. She did not 
want to hurt Packer and 
did not want to ignore 
him - ultimately this led 
to her death.” 

Packer denied mur¬ 
dering Jenna, who lived 
with her family in North 
Cornelly, but he was 
found guilty and was 


jailed for life. He was 
told he must serve a 
minimum of 18 years 
before being considered 
for release. 

Judge Mr Justice John 
Griffith Williams told 
him: “Jenna undoubtedly 
loved you, as you loved 
her. But the relationship 
was doomed to failure 
because of the difference 
in your ages and tem¬ 
peraments. 

“It was inevitable that 
her feelings towards you 
would change and that 
she would start wanting 
to live her own life. 

“You weren’t mental¬ 
ly ill and you weren’t 
clinically depressed, 
rather you were upset at 
the end of a relationship 
and in my judgement 
you resented the fact 
Jenna wanted to live a 
life on her own. 

“Your obsessive jeal¬ 
ousy was evident during 
the relationship, but 
once it was over you 
ignored the advice of 
friends and Jenna’s 
mother to seek help. 

“I have no doubt that 
before the murder you 
knew full well that 
Jenna was never going 
to return to live with 
you. 

“You took the life of a 
beautiful, kind-natured, 
fun-loving and outgoing 
young woman. 

“The victim impact 
statement of Jenna’s 
twin sister tells of the 
devastating loss for the 
family.”

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RENATE’S PERSONAL STORY OF HOLOCAUST 
HORRORS MOVES LOCAL GATHERING TO TEARS 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council marked 
Holocaust 
Memorial Day with 
the remarkable 
story of a Jewish 
child who escaped 
Prague on the eve 
of World War Two. 

As briefly reported in 



The GEM last week, 
Renate Collins was just 
five when she left her 
home city on what was 
to be the last ‘kinder- 
transport’ to ever leave 
the Czech capital, in 
June 1939. 

She went on to grow 
up in the south Wales 
valleys, but tragically 
lost more than 60 mem¬ 
bers of her family in the 
Holocaust, including her 
parents Otto and Hilda 
Kress. 

Renate was the coun¬ 
cil’s special guest for its 
annual HMD ceremony 
which took place on 
Friday, January 22 ahead 
of the international day 
on January 27. 

Her story moved 
many of the invited 
guests to tears as she 
spoke of her childhood 
escape and how her 
mother only agreed to let 
her go in the final min¬ 
utes at the station. 

Renate never saw her 
mother again, but she 


still wears her mother 
and grandmother’s rings 
which were smuggled 
out of a concentration 
camp in a loaf of bread. 

As well as speaking to 
the invited guests, repre¬ 
senting a wide cross-sec¬ 
tion of the community, 
Renate also answered 
questions submitted by 
local students. 

Her childhood friend 
of 70 years, Pat Warren, 
also read The Last Train, 
a poem written by 
Renate’s late husband 
David. 

She was later present¬ 
ed with a bouquet and 
council plaque by stu¬ 
dents, Joe Wiltshire- 
Smith, a pupil at 
Porthcawl 

Comprehensive, and 
Mari Izzard from Ysgol 
Gyfun Llanhari, both 
members of Bridgend 
Youth Theatre, who 
were MCs for the event. 

Harpist Angharad 
Roberts from the coun¬ 
cil’s school music serv¬ 


ice played at the start 
and end of the ceremony 
which also featured the 
traditional Holocaust 
Memorial Day ‘Seven 
Statements of 
Commitment’ read by 
prominent members of 
the community. 

Mayor of Bridgend 
County Borough, Coun 
Jeff Tildesley, lit a can¬ 
dle in memory of the 
victims of the Holocaust 
and all 20th century 
genocides, and guests 
observed a respectful 
silence. 

In his speech. Council 
leader Coun Mel Nott, 
urged communities to 
understand the lessons of 
the Holocaust and stand 
up to hatred by challeng¬ 
ing exclusion, hate crime 
and unacceptable lan¬ 
guage. 

He said: “It may seem 
that we cannot achieve 
much as individuals. But 
it was allowing the 
smallest of actions and 
events to go unchecked

which led to the atroci¬ 
ties of the last century. 

“By taking that mes¬ 
sage away, you will 
make a difference to the 
lives of others in our 
own community and 
across the world. 

“Each year the 
Holocaust Memorial 
Day Trust chooses a par¬ 
ticular theme, and for 
2010 the theme is the 
‘Legacy of Hope’. 

“We are being asked 
to listen to the voices 
from the Holocaust and 
Nazi persecution, in the 
hope that it will lead to a 
safer, inclusive society 
where the differences 
between us are respect¬ 
ed, both today and in the 
future. 

“Renate was just a 
small child when the 
Nazis robbed her of the 
opportunity to grow up 
in her home country 
with those she loved. 

“Thanks to the brav¬ 
ery of those who recog¬ 
nised what was happen¬ 
ing, Renate was able to 
escape and Wales gave 
her a new home. 

“I know we will all 
have watched pro¬ 
grammes and documen¬ 
taries about the 
Holocaust and some of 
you will have had les¬ 
sons in school about this 
terrible period in history. 

“But today, we are 
seeing and hearing from 
a person who lived 
though those events and 
suffered the greatest of 
losses. Our challenge is 
to make the experience 
and words of Renate and 
other victims and sur¬ 
vivors of the Holocaust a 
meaningful part of our 
future.”

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Hidden truths behind 


tragedy of Afghanistan

T he eyes of 
the people of 
Pakistan and 
Afghanistan will be 
on London this 
week as the inter¬ 
national conference 
discussing the way 
forward for 
Afghanistan takes 
place. 

I returned on Saturday 
from visits to Pakistan 
and Afghanistan with the 
Defence Select 
Committee, where we 
met political, military 
and civilian society lead¬ 
ers. 

Ahead of the confer¬ 
ence, it is important to 
put the current situation 
and progress in 
Afghanistan into some 
context, and highlight a 
few hidden truths about 
this war-scarred country. 

The political history 
of Afghanistan during 
the 20th century is both 
stormy and complex. 

King Zahir Shah ruled 
Afghanistan for 40 years 
to 1973, a golden age of 
democracy for the coun¬ 
try. 

An army coup, pre¬ 
pared in Kabul and 
under the direct supervi¬ 
sion of Russian military 
advisers, took place in 
1973, promising a fast 
and revolutionary devel¬ 
opment of the country, 
based on democracy and 
socialism. 

In 1977, President 
Daoud decided to end 
relationships with the 
Soviet Union and tried 
to take Afghanistan clos¬ 
er to the West, and the 
Middle-East. 

This prompted the 
1978 Soviet invasion in 
which air attacks killed 
President Daoud and his 
family and a Moscow- 
supported government 
took power. 

By the end of 1979, 


the country was in chaos 
with Afghan 
Mujahedeen fighters 
clashing with Soviet mil¬ 
itary. 

Operating from bases 
in remote mountainous 
regions with support 
from the West, China 
and Pakistan, the 
Mujahedeen were able to 
fight Soviet troops to a 
standstill. 

Years of war between 
Soviet troops and 
Mujahedeen inflicted 
enormous damage on 
Afghanistan’s infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

An estimated five mil¬ 
lion Afghans fled, most¬ 
ly to Pakistan as 
refugees, where many 
began to attend Islamic 
religious schools. 

It was at these schools 
that a new political 
movement was bom - 
the Taliban (roughly 
translated as ‘students of 
religion’). 

In Febmary 1989, the 
last of the Soviet troops 
pulled out of the country. 

In April 1992, the 
Mujahedeen took control 
of the country but dis¬ 
parate factions within 
the Mujahedeen alliance 
were frequently at log¬ 
gerheads and their argu¬ 
ments gradually came to 
be settled with the use of 
military force. 

During this period, an 
estimated 50,000 people 
were killed and much of 
the capital, Kabul, 
destroyed. With discreet 
backing from Pakistan, 
Taliban fighters gradual¬ 
ly pushed the old 
Mujahedeen forces out. 

By September 1996, 
the Taliban controlled 
most of the country, 
including Kabul. The 
majority of the popula¬ 
tion, tired of death, 
destruction and lawless¬ 
ness initially viewed the 
Taliban as a positive 
change. 


Sharia Islamic law 
governed Taliban deci¬ 
sions and edicts were 
dispensed by the 
Mullahs and enforced by 
the police. 

Under the Taliban’s 
rigid social code, all 
girls were forbidden to 
attend school, women 
were virtually confined 
to their homes, and 
women’s healthcare was 
left in shreds. 

Television, videos and 
music were banned; men 
were forced to grow 
beards, with severe pun¬ 
ishment for failure to 
follow devout religious 
practices. 

The Taliban’s support 
for and sheltering of A1 
Qaeda after the 9/11 led 
to UN Resolution 1386 
for the deployment of 
troops to provide securi¬ 
ty and reconstmction of 
Afghanistan. 

The Taliban’s shock¬ 
ing attacks in Kabul on 
the Monday I arrived in 
the country, took place 
just as new cabinet 
members were taking 
their oath of office fol¬ 
lowing a second round 
of elections. 

During my visit to 
Kabul, Kandahar, 
Lashkar Gha and Camp 
Bastion, I saw the work 
being undertaken by the 
42 nation ISAF 
(International Security 
and Assistance Forces) 
of which Britain is the 
second highest contribu¬ 
tor of troops. 

The majority of our 
forces are based in 
Southern Helmand 
province where much of 
the worst fighting is tak¬ 
ing place. Our bases 
were impressive, well 
led, well stmctured, well 
resourced and well 
equipped. I will write 
more about them in a 
later article. 

Now is the time to 
focus on the Fondon 


conference, taking place 
at the beginning of a 
critical year for 
Afghanistan. Since the 
arrival of the new US 
military leader General 
Stanley McChrystal, and 
the endorsement of his 
new approach to tacking 
the insurgency, ISAF 
and the Afghan and gov¬ 
ernments are at a cross 
roads. 

Failure in Afghanistan 
will mean failure for 
Pakistan, increased 
instability across the 
region and failure for 
NATO, the North 
Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation, the corner¬ 
stone of western security 
since the Second World 
War. 

We know that 
Afghanistan, a once 
democratic country, has 
been ravished and large¬ 
ly destroyed by war. We 
know it has huge 
untapped human and 
natural resources that 
could make it once again 
self sustaining and 
responsible for its own 
internal and national 
security. 

Achieving this will 
mean development of 
Afghanistan’s civil infra¬ 
structure, schools, hospi¬ 
tals and roads, the build¬ 
ing of governance capac¬ 
ity and tacking corrup¬ 
tion, as well as the 
growth of the country’s 
national security forces. 

During our visit, we 
met members of 
Afghanistan’s civil soci¬ 
ety working to build 
internal structures and 
organisations, often with 
the assistance of our 
own Department for 
International 
Development (DUD). 

The UK’s joint mili¬ 
tary and DfID Provincial 
Reconstruction Team 
working in Helmund 
was recognised, in our 
meeting with General 
Rodriguez, the 
Commander of ISAF’s 
Joint Command, as 
working especially well 
with Afghans in building 
local capacity and infra¬ 
structure. 

We saw the training 
and development of the 
Afghan National Army 


and the increasing 
responsibility they will 
play in jointly planned 
and manned operations. 

The training of the 
Afghan National Police 
needs to be improved 
and their role more 
clearly defined, but this 
need was recognised by 
everyone we met. 

Tackling corruption 
and strengthening politi¬ 
cal structures across the 
country was high on 
everyone’s agenda. As 
was the issue of recon¬ 
ciliation and reintegra¬ 
tion of those who are 
currently part of the 
insurgency. 

Who and why people 
are part of the insur¬ 
gency are critical issues 
for success for the 
Afghan government.

Whether this can be 
achieved will be part of 
the vital issues discussed 
at the London confer¬ 
ence.

I T is no surprise, 
but nevertheless 
galling, that 
Bosch have decided 
to relocate to low- 
wage Hungary - 
but it would be 
enlightening to 
know what incen¬ 
tives to do so have 
been proferred by 
the Hungarian gov¬ 
ernment.

The area has been 
subjected to successive 
waves of opencast min¬ 
ing, going back to the 
1940s. 


Park Slip euphoria 
must be put on hold! 
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‘Money found for facility’ 

£600,000 CASH 
INJECTION 
SAVES MAESTEG 
SWIMMING POOL 


MAESTEG swim¬ 
ming pool is to be 
saved from perma¬ 
nent closure by an 
immediate 
£600,000 injection 
of cash for essential 
repairs. 

BCBC’s Labour cabi¬ 
net agreed on Tuesday to 
find the money from its 
budget to upgrade the fil¬ 
tration plant and other 
electrical and mechanical 
equipment. 

The cabinet received 
an emergency report stat¬ 
ing that the pool had to 
be closed on Monday 
because of expert advice 
about the safety of pool 
users. 

Coun Leader Mel Nott 
said that it decided to act 
quickly and decisively: 
“We recognise that this is 
a popular pool and the 
community will be look¬ 
ing for reassurance. 

“We asked for an 
emergency report to be 
presented and have 
agreed that the authority 
will make an investment 
of up to £600,000 to 
make these essential 
upgrades. 

“We do not make deci¬ 
sions about investing or 


cutting resources lightly 
but, as a cabinet, we are 
agreed that this is an 
important facility for the 
Llynfi Valley and the 
repairs will be made.” 

Maesteg Town 

Council voted last week 
to set aside £35,000 to 
pay towards any repairs 
to the pool, if asked to 
contribute. 

Coun Nott said that 
the pool will have to 
remain closed until the 
upgrades are carried out 
but he said work will be 
done as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

He said that 
Ynysawdre Pool could 
be used in the meantime 
but added: “I fully recog¬ 
nise that the closure will 
be inconvenient in the 
short term, but we are 
simply not prepared to 
risk the health of users. 

“While the pool has 
been operating safely 
until now, the system is 
no longer equipped to 
cope and the water might 
be contaminated in the 
future. This is not a risk 
we are prepared to take.” 

The pool dates from 
the 1930s, when it was 
built as an open air pool 
but it was enclosed in the 


1960s and underwent a 
major refit in the 1990s. 

The news is likely to 
come as a huge relief to 
residents of the valley 
and pool users who had 
feared that the pool 
would be closed on 
health grounds. 

One of those cam¬ 
paigning to keep it open 
is pool user Maureen 
Edwards, of Commercial 
Street: “I am delighted 
by this news,” she said. 

“This pool is essential 
and is well used by ah 
age groups within the 
community. 

“People were feeling 
very strongly about this 
and the council would 
have had one devil of a 
fight if they had tried to 
close it down. 

“Everyone was deter¬ 
mined that we would not 
lose our pool, despite 
what happened in 
Ogmore and Garw, 
where they were closed.” 

The cabinet has man¬ 
aged to find this money 
against a backdrop of 
making cuts of £2.4m in 
the council budget in the 
new financial year. 


Go-ahead for Sam park 
and ride extension 


PLANNING con¬ 
sent has been grant¬ 
ed for the park and 
ride facility at Sarn 
to be enlarged. 

The existing car park 
will be increased in size 
to accommodate 36 
cars, instead of the 15 at 
present. 

The car park, at Heol 
Persondy, will also have 
two bus bays so that 
integrated public trans¬ 
port can be provided. 

A report to the devel¬ 
opment control commit¬ 
tee stated that the car 
park was in a good 
strategic location near 
the M4. It had the 
potential to attract pas¬ 
sengers from surround¬ 
ing areas who are head¬ 
ing for Bridgend or fur¬ 
ther afield. 

Sarn is served by the 
Maesteg Rail Line 
which has an hourly 
service to Cardiff in one 
direction or Maesteg in 
the other. 


The site will have 
improved CCTV cover¬ 
age and better lighting 
to discourage crime and 
provide a safer and 
pleasant environment 
for users. 

But nearby residents 
were not impressed with 
the scheme. Mr L.P. 
Rowland of The Croft 
said that the present car 
park was used after dark 
by youngsters practising 
handbrake turns. 

He said a larger car 
park would increase this 
dangerous activity and 
increase disturbance, 
noise and nuisance. 

Neighbours Mr and 
Mrs L Roche also 
objected on similar 
grounds and expressed 
fears that the car park 
will attract more young 
people at night as it is 
already a meeting place. 

They also feel that 
the extension is unnec¬ 
essary as the present car 
park is rarely congested. 


Mr CH Jones, anoth¬ 
er neighbour, believed 
that the majority of 
vehicles parking there 
were not using the train, 
but were car sharing. He 
asked if a survey had 
been carried out of 
existing users. 

However, officers 
recommended granting 
permission subject to a 
number of conditions 
and this was approved.

The bus will be com¬ 
ing back as an hourly 
service from February 
21, having been axed 
before Christmas by 
First Cymru. 

However, a petition 
was organised by 
Maesteg Town Council 
that was signed by hun¬ 
dreds of local people 
calling for its reinstate¬ 
ment. 

First Cymru have 
said that the bus will 
run via Port Talbot as 
before. 


NEW YOUTH 
CENTRE FOR 
PENCOED 


PENCOED is to get 
a new youth centre 
-plans have been 
approved by 
Bridgend planners 
for the borough 
youth service to 
install a modular 
building on land at 
the rear of Heol 
Las. 

The scheme is being 
supported by Pencoed 
Town Council as a 
means of addressing 
youth annoyance and 
anti-social behaviour. 

The building will be 
sited in the corner of an 
existing playground and 
open space with access 
from an existing car park 
at the back of Penprysg 
Road. 

It will provide young 
people with a main hall, 
computer room, kitchen- 
diner, quiet room plus 
offices, toilets and stor¬ 
age. 

It will cater for young 
people aged from eight 
to 25 and will be run by 
the Youth Service, which 
will organise pro¬ 
grammes and activities. 
The wider community 
will also be involved. 

The centre will be 
opened during the day 
and on four evenings a 
week up until 9pm. It 
could also open on 
weekends occasionally. 

The day time activi¬ 
ties will include accred- 


shops, sports, internet 
and computer activities, 
music workshops, dance, 
arts and crafts. 

Police have pointed 
out a number of disad¬ 
vantages with this loca¬ 
tion including poor natu¬ 
ral surveillance from 
surrounding properties, 
many escape routes for 
people who have com¬ 
mitted an office, no 
lighting or CCTV, the 
need for security lighting 
on the building and a 
possible perimeter fence. 

Objections were 
lodged by some resi¬ 
dents. They say that the 
existing play area is val¬ 
ued by local children 
who have few safe areas 
in which to play. 

Children play football 
there and have no alter¬ 
native sites. 

Another said that the 
site was unsuitable and 
the centre should go 
elsewhere. 

Residents fear an 
increase in vandalism 
and other problems 
when youngsters leave 
the building at closing 
time.

Two tomatoes sliced;

Pan fried pork 
with Tuscan beans 

Preparation time: 15 
minutes (serves four). 
Cooking time: 1 hour 
5 tbsp Filippo Berio 


Olive oil; 4 pork loin 
steaks, approx 150g 
(5oz) ea; 3 shallots, 
peeled and finely 
chopped; 1/2 red pepper, 
deseeded and finely 
chopped; 2 garlic 
cloves, finely chopped; 2 
X 410g cans cannellini 
beans, drained; 150ml 
(1/4 pt) dry white wine; 
300ml (1/2 pt) chicken 
or vegetable stock; 4 or 
5 sage leaves, chopped; 

Step one: Heat 2 
tbsps of the olive oil in a 
large frying pan over 
mediumAiigh heat, add 
the pork loin steaks and 
cook for about 12 min¬ 
utes until deep golden 
brown on both sides, 
prop the loin steaks on 
the side of the pan so the 
edges brown during next 
step. 

Step two: Add anoth¬ 
er tablespoon of oil to 
the pan and then the 
shallots, red pepper and 
garlic and cook over a 
medium heat for about 
five minutes until soft¬ 
ened. Pour in the wine 
and bring to the boil. 

Step three: Add the 
cannellini beans, stock 
and sage, place the pork 
chops among the beans, 
cover and simmer for 
15-20 minutes. Remove 
the lid and simmer a fur¬ 
ther 15 minutes or until 
the stock has become 
syrupy and the chops are 
tender. 

Step four: Remove 
the lid; add the remain¬ 
ing olive oil. Season if 
desired and serve.

This project involved the construction of a 
single storey rear elevation extension to an 
existing dwelling, providing a large 
kitchen/dining area with a balcony roof. 

As the extension was built into a steep 
bank, large quantities of excavated material 
were removed and this being a confined 
site, the contractor worked sympathetically 
with the neighbours, ensuring minimum dis¬ 
ruption. 

Reinforced concrete foundations and retain¬ 
ing wall construction were provided, 
including tanking as a barrier against 
ingress of moisture to the inside of the 
building. 

Land drainage was also provided externally 
to the perimeter/retaining wall construction, 
so as to relieve any possible build-up of 
water pressure. 

The construction involved the use of 
proprietary shuttering and careful fixing and 
setting up of the steel reinforcement. 

The roof of the extension provides a 
balcony area which has been tastefully 
paved over and affords splendid views over 
a mature garden. The extension matches 
the existing house, enhancing the 
appearance, coupled with high standards of 
workmanship. 

Due to the limited access to the site, the 
concrete was pumped from the adjacent 
access/driveway with minimum disruption 
to neighbours, by applying Health & Safety 
site management.

The works comprise a single-storey ground 
floor extension, with part mono pitch and 
part lean-to roof. In the front section, the 
extension provides a breakfast room with 
vaulted ceiling, adjacent to the kitchen.

Submitted as a Building Notice, this project 
was executed by a very experienced father 
and son building team. The rainwater was 
dealt with by the inclusion of a modern 
‘crate’ soakaway system, due to the limited 
permeability of the ground. 

The builder, applicant and Building Control 
officer worked in close consultation through¬ 
out the project, which exemplifies the ethos 
of working in partnership.

This new dwelling is set at the end of an 
established terrace of dwellings within the 
Penarth Conservation Area. As such, its 
design was given considerable considera¬ 
tion and scrutiny, to ensure it blended in 
with surrounding buildings.

This Grade II* Listed Building has been ele¬ 
gantly converted into luxurious apartments. 

Previously under the governorship of Jesus 
College, Oxford, the Grammar School was 
rebuilt between 1847 and 1852 to the 
design of the architect John Pritchard. The 
building was designed to harmonise with 
the church on the one side and the ancient 
town gateway on the other. 

The original features of blue lias stone, 
Welsh slated roof and gables, and tall ash¬ 
lar stacks were renovated where necessary 
and maintained to their original form. 

The building had been vacant for a number 
of years, therefore requiring a vast amount 
of work to bring it into habitable use. 

A high degree of skill was required to 
replace the Welsh slate roof covering and 
the detailed leadwork. 


Matching stonework was incorporated in 
areas of the external wall infill areas, 
together with sandstone features to match 
the existing building facade. This work was 
carried out to such a high standard that it 
is near impossible to know the difference 
between new and original areas. 

With many of the original internal features 
maintained, each apartment has a unique 
design. Matching areas of detailing to the 
architraves and coving was also required. 
Where they had to be replaced or extended, 
it was undertaken to a high degree of work¬ 
manship. 

The bathrooms and kitchens have been fit¬ 
ted to the highest standard. Staircases 
internally are of oak design. 

Taking into consideration the overall condi¬ 
tion of the building, prior to the commence¬ 
ment of the project, the developer has 
achieved a high quality development, as 
well as preserving another of our important 
listed buildings.

The work comprises two new dwellings, 
which replace a dilapidated bungalow on a 
large plot. They have been designed to 
maximise the stunning views to the south¬ 
west from the rear balconies across the 



Bristol Channel, to the north Devon coast¬ 
line. 

Each dwelling is a high specification, large, 
individually designed, 4 bedroom home. The 
walls are high performance specialist ren¬ 
der on cavity blockwork. Under floor heat¬ 
ing has been utilised, with beam and block 
floors. The roofs are flat ‘warm roofs’, 
using a high performance single membrane. 

As an example of the generous room sizes 
in the development, the master bedrooms 
are 40sq.m plus ensuite. Large panoramic 
windows have been used to the rear, to 
benefit from the sea view. Due to the large 
rooms and the use of a flat roof, rooflights 
have been added to ensure adequate day¬ 
lighting.

The work consisted of 7 flats constructed 
over 3 storeys and a basement area 
incorporating the services and rear access 
to the communal area. 

The roof design varied - with traditional pitch 
roof over the 3 storey section, a flat roof 
with a canopy design and internal rainwater 
drainage system over the central staircase, 
and a pitch roof with parapet walls over the 
two-storey section. 

The building was constructed on a confined 
site, where health and safety issues were a 
main concern, especially as it is in a built 
up area. There are residential and 
commercial properties in close proximity, 
which meant limited disruption to the area. 

The workmanship was carried out to an 
excellent standard, reflected in the 
air-pressure test results being very low - 
proving that good design, along with 
construction, can achieve the requirements 
set-out in the Building Regulations. 

The building consisted of a timber frame 
design with traditional brickwork and brick 
cladding exterior, along with individual heat¬ 
ing systems, achieving good SAP results. 

The Building Regulations were submitted 
under a partnership scheme. The working 
environment involved the builder, architect, 
partner authority and LABC warranty, which 
created a good working partnership.

The standard of construction was high 
and the contractor built up a good working 
relationship with the Building Control 
Department, ensuring that all statutory 
inspections were undertaken, as well as 
non-statutory inspections. 

As the project was of a domestic nature, 
compliance with SAP 2005 was required; 
including the provision for pre-completion 
air testing and an Energy Performance 
Certificate. 

All the Energy Performance Certificates on 
each of the individual flats indicated an 
energy efficiency level B, in both the energy 
performance and environmental impact of 
the project. 

Overall, the building is of high quality, due 
to the relationship between the main 
contractor and Building Control.

This new training facility is the latest of a 
number of developments undertaken 
through a partnership scheme with 
Building Control and Leekes. 

The state of the art training facility has 
been constructed for the use of Cardiff 
City Football Club and Cardiff Blues Rugby 
Club. 

The building has been designed to take 
into consideration the differing require¬ 
ments of the two sports, and this is 
evident on all three levels. 

It is a three-storey steel-framed structure 
with an insulated steel cladding external 
finish. The floors are concrete, to take 
into consideration its durable use. 

Building regulation compliance has been 
achieved with access for all fire safety and 
energy regulations. Part of the energy 
requirement was to undertake an air test 
of the building to ensure that the air 
leakage rate was within the requirements 
of the building regulations. There was 
also an energy assessment of the building 
to predict what carbon emissions there 
would be from the completed building. 

The building has a shared basement where 
the two teams have separate gymnasium 
facilities. 

The ground and first floor are again set out 
so that both teams have their own 


dedicated areas for the theory and 
nutritional side of their sports. 


As Leekes were the owner and contractor 
for this development, the quality of finish 
and site control of all aspects of the 
construction process could be closely 
monitored. The good working relationship 
with building control has been in place for 
a number of years. 

Before the project commenced, there were 
pre-planning design meetings to iron out 
any potential problems that might arise 
during the construction stage. 

The overall teamwork approach between 
Building Control and the developer was a 
major benefit to the success of the 
scheme.

The building combines traditional brickwork, 
which complements the existing 
Postgraduate building, with modern 
terracotta blockwork to create a new and 
fresh fagade. 

The plan is designed to accommodate the 
future extension of the library on the ground 
floor, flexible seminar spaces on the first 
floor, teaching rooms and associated 
offices. 

Access to the facade and roof is 
straightforward, in order to provide an 
envelope that is easy and safe to maintain. 
This new unit was constructed within a very 
confined site near the main entrance of a 
very busy hospital; which already has major 
parking and traffic flow issues. 

The unit had to be constructed adjacent to 
an existing working educational unit, which 
required the contractor to provide temporary 
evacuation stairs. Major alterations were 
also ongoing within the ground floor level. 
Another site issue for the contractor was a 
major live main sewer which ran adjacent to 
the foundations that also had to be partially 
diverted in order to construct the new unit. 
Numerous site meetings were held between 
the contractors, architects, NHS Trust staff 
and Building Control to plan and discuss 
how the project would develop through the 
construction process. As a consequence of 
this team-developed approach, the unit was 
constructed to a high class finish, which has 
proved once again that teamwork involving 
all parties can lead to a very good building 
being constructed, with minimal disruption, 
within an ongoing working environment.

The Five Top Tips in Home Extensions

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Superb cast can’t 
save Brothers from 
being an uneven 
piece of work... 


A fter Ws 

break¬ 
through turn 
in Donnie Darko, 
Jake Gyllenhall has 
slowly been build¬ 
ing a solid body of 
work, mixing big 
budget fare with 
less mainstream 
work. 

Before he truly goes 
supernova with the 
release of Prince of 
Persia later this year, 
audiences can see him in 
Irish director Jim 
Sheridan’s latest film, 
Brothers. 

Gyllenhall plays 
Tommy, who is recently 
released from prison and 
reconnects with his fam¬ 
ily, particularly older 
brother Sam (Tobey 
Maguire), a marine. 

When Sam is posted 
to Afghanistan and goes 
missing, presumed dead. 
Tommy begins to devel¬ 
op a relationship with 
Sam’s wife Grace 
(Natalie Portman) and 
his two nieces, as they 
learn to live their lives 
without Sam; but when 
Sam is found and returns 
home, the lives of all 
three of them begin to 
change dramatically... 

Having all achieved a 
degree of fame and 
renown in a similar time 
period. Brothers offers 
the opportunity for 
Tobey Maguire, Jake 
Gyllenhall and Natalie 
Portman to prove they 
have the necessary nous 
to deliver in more dra¬ 
matic fare. 

While they definitely 
deliver here, it is a 
shame that the material 
that supports them is so 
flimsy and workmanlike 
that it renders their turns 
a touch worthless in the 
overall scheme of 
things. 

Certainly, the main 
three performances 
make the film better 
than the material would 
allow, with all three of 
the performers deliver¬ 
ing strong turns that 
offer up a little more 
substance than we’ve 
seen from them in a 
while. 

The real revelation is 
Tobey Maguire, who 
casts off the Spiderman 
outfit and proves that, 
before he was a super¬ 
hero, he was also a pret¬ 
ty good actor. His per¬ 
formance as a family 
man whose love for his 
wife and children sits 
alongside his devotion to 
serve his country is the 
best on show, the nobili¬ 
ty and commitment to 
the cause giving way to 
slow breakdown as the 
effects of his return 
affect both him and 
those close to him. 

Maguire shows a deft 
ability here, letting the 
horrors he suffers boil 
slowly to the surface, 
with the smallest of 
actions (popping his 
daughter’s balloon. 


reacting to noises in the 
night by waving a gun 
around) hinting at even 
more trouble below the 
surface. 

As the wife whose 
love for her husband is 
tested by the events that 
take place in 
Aghanistan, Natalie 
Portman delivers another 
mature performance that 
feels credible and affect¬ 
ing. 

Much like Maguire, 
hers is a performance 
that slowly unravels as 
her character gets put 
through the ringer and 
the actress is more than 
up to the task, captivat¬ 
ing the screen and never 
failing to elicit an emo¬ 
tional response, wonder¬ 
fully conveying the situ¬ 
ation she finds herself 
in. 

As the black sheep of 
the family, Jake 
Gyllenhall offers another 
robust turn, getting to 
grips with the process of 
developing the character 
as events force him to 
take a look at his life, 
and if he suffers from 
the failure of the script 
to really get under the 
skin of his character, his 
performance certainly 
manages to paper over 
the cracks. 

David Benioff’s 
screenplay, adapted from 
the Danish film of the 
same name, is the one 
element that fails to hold 
up its end of the bargain, 
feeling muddled, lacking 
notable depth despite its 
heavy subject matter and 
feeling very much 
undercooked. 

Given the drama that 
unfolds throughout the 
course of the film, you 
would imagine the story 
would severely tug at 
the heartstrings, yet 
Benioff struggles to real¬ 
ly convince. 

He fails to give meat 
to the narrative and and 
reduces sub-plots that 
could have given the 
story depth (Tommy’s 
crime, the relationship 
the two brothers have 
with their father, the 
relationship between 
Grace and Tommy) to 
barely anything. 

It is frustrating, par¬ 
ticularly as Irish director

Jim Sheridan attempts to 
give the film a degree of 
punch and emotion. 

His skill as a director 
certainly helps bring out 
the solid performances 
from his cast, as there 
are also strong offerings 
from Sam Shepard as 
the brothers’ father. 
Bailee Madison and 
Taylor Geare as Sam 
and Grace’s two daugh¬ 
ters, and a small cameo 
from up and coming 
British actress Carey 
Mulligan; however, sad¬ 
dled with Benioff’s 
weak and well worn 
screenplay, the director 
isn’t able to transform 
the material given to 
him into gold. 

It’s a shame that such 
strong performances 
can’t quite bring the rest 
of the film up to speed, 
but unfortunately 
Benioff’s script is the 
main weight that brings 
down Brothers - and 
makes such superb turns 
from the cast feel a 
touch spoiled. 

VERDICT - 
Somewhat of an under¬ 
whelming misfire. 
Brothers sees the per¬ 
formances of Tobey 
Maguire, Jake 
Gyllenhall and Natalie 
Portman pack a punch 
that is undone by David 
Benioff’s lacklustre 
script. 

If only this had been 
improved upon, then 
Brothers would be a 
powerful look at the 
effect of loss on a fami¬ 
ly; instead it is an 
uneven piece of work 
held together by a 
superb cast. Average.

Local man leads 
the battle to save 
butterfly from 
a killer parasite 


one of 
most 
garden 


OXFORD 
University research 
ecologist Owen 
Lewis, formerly of 
Bridgend, is leading 
a countrywide study 
into the sudden 
decline of 
Britain’s 
colourful 
butterflies. 

Talking to members of 
the Bridgend Wildlife 
Group, Dr Lewis 
explained that the Small 
Tortoiseshell (Aglais 
urticae) is under threat 
from an alien species of a 
parasitoid fly (Sturmia 
Bella) which is believed 
to be partly responsible 
for a sudden crash in the 
butterflies’ UK popula¬ 
tion. 

The fly crossed the 
English Channel in 1968, 
arriving in Hampshire 
before moving slowly 
north. 

The rapid decline 
started in 2008. The 
insect - the size of a 
house fly - appears to 
single out the 
Tortoiseshell by laying 
eggs on the underside of 
nettles next to the butter¬ 
flies’ caterpillars, said Dr. 
Lewis. 

The eggs hatch and 
develop within the cater¬ 
pillars as they grow, ulti¬ 
mately killing their hosts 
and wiping out an entire 
summer brood. 

A research team made

Vale Council offers charities 
recycling deal to boost funds 


CHARITIES are being 
offered the opportunity to 
boost their funds and help 
the environment by forging 
recycling partnerships with 
the Vale Council. 

Under a new scheme agreed by 
the council cabinet, charities con¬ 
tributing recyclable waste being 
removed from the domestic waste 
stream, will be paid £10 per tonne 
for their material. 

A number of controls will 
ensure against error and fraud, and 
these will include providing proof 
that the material is from the house¬ 
hold waste stream within the Vale 
boundaries. The projected pay¬ 


ment will reflect the value of the 
material in recycling markets, and 
the savings which will be made by 
the council in not having to collect 
and dispose of the material. 

Two charities. Scope, the 
organisation supporting those with 
disabilities whose focus is people 
with cerebal palsy, and Clothes 
Aid, will be the first recipients in 
the Vale. Their materials include 
paper, glass, cans and textiles. 

Schools, colleges, or third party 
commercial recycling organisa¬ 
tions from whom waste is current¬ 
ly collected by the council, would 
not be eligible. 

The cabinet member for visible 
and building services, Coun Geoff 


Cox said: “It is important that the 
council continues to encourage 
recycling across the community 
and that the council benefits from 
the additional tonnages to assist 
with meeting Welsh Assembly 
Government recycling targets.” 

The Vale Council’s current 
recycling and composting rate is 
just over 41 per cent, and 
Assembly targets are 40 per cent 
(by 2010), 52 per cent (2012-13) 
and 70 per cent (2024-25). Every 
100 tonnes of recycling collected 
at a cost of £1,000 represents a 
0.43 per cent contribution towards 
the targets.

up of Oxford scientists 
and experts from other 
wildlife groups, includ¬ 
ing Butterfly 

Conservation, rely on 
200 volunteers across the 
UK to collect the butter¬ 
flies’ caterpillars and 
breed them in captivity, 
before sending the results 
to the team for laboratory 
analysis. 

Dr Lewis, a fellow of 
Brasenose College, 
Oxford, and working in 
the Zoology department, 
said that the results of the 
survey over two years - 
involving 150 batches of 
eggs - showed that two 
thirds were attacked by 
Sturmia Bella. 

However, more 

research was needed to 
prove that the fly (among 
other natural predators 
and parasites) was large¬ 
ly responsible for the 
butterflies’ death. 

The Small 

Tortoiseshell made a 
welcome recovery in 
September 2008 by a 
continental influx of the 
species across southern 
Britain from the east 
coast, but UK numbers 
are still declining. 

Dr Lewis revealed for 
the first time that Sturmia 
Bella had moved to the 
north of England where 
results of predation were 
being monitored. The fly 
has also arrived in south 
Wales - with evidence 
from Cowbridge and 
Pontypool. 

“What we are still try¬ 
ing to work out is 
whether Sturmia Bella is 
responsible for the 
decline of the Small 
Tortoiseshell - so we 
need to know more about 
the biology of the fly. 
The question is: does 
Sturmia Bella compete 
with other native para- 
sitoids?” said Dr Lewis. 

Richard Smith of 
Butterfly Conservation 
South Wales, said: “This

year, amateur butterfly 
enthusiasts will be taking 
part in the survey - col¬ 
lecting larvae from a 
number of habitats in 
Wales. This is important 
work to help identify all 
the contributory causes 
for the butterflies’ 
decline. 

“From our own 
records of a survey in one 
area of the Vale of 
Glamorgan, we can con¬ 
firm that sitings of the 
Small Tortoiseshell were 
down to three for the 
entire year of 2008.” 

The Small 

Tortoiseshell was a rari¬ 
ty in South Wales through 
the summer of 2008 - but 
the butterfly began 
appearing on nectar-rich 
garden Buddleia in the 
autumn, thanks to a late 
migration from the conti¬ 
nent. 

Undoubtedly, it is one 
our loveliest butterflies 
and was commonly seen 
in past years, feeding on 
garden flowers, along¬ 
side Red Admirals and 
Peacocks, throughout the 
summer. 

It hibernates during 
the winter - hiding in 
garden sheds, on ivy-clad 
walls and trees - and 
even indoors behind cur¬ 
tains and blinds. 

The current research 
programme is vital for 
the butterfly’s survival.

The grey Brunico, 
finding himself in front, 
at first refused to jump 
the second fence, but 


when he did and caught 
up with the other two 
horses, they slowed 
down again. 

Brunico led at the 
seventh fence, only to 
refuse again, as did the 
other two horses and 
when all three managed 
to negotiate the obstacle, 
they continued at a pace 
that could only be 
described as a hack can¬ 
ter or slow bicycle race! 

Brunico eventually 
came to the last fence 
ahead of Alf Mahaba 
and although strongly 
challenged, Treloggen 
teasingly did just enough 
to score by a length, 
clocking nine minutes 
and 36 seconds - a very, 
very slow time for a 
three-mile point-to- 
point. 

On entering the win¬ 
ner’s enclosure, 
Treloggen and Brunico 
were given a tremendous 
welcome. However, all 
three riders found them¬ 
selves up before the 
stewards and their con¬ 
duct was reported to the 
Jockey Club but they, in 
their wisdom, deemed 
that: “The running and 


riding of Alf Mahaba 
and Zephyr Knights did 
not warrant the holding 
of an inquiry either 
under the regulation 
relating to horses run¬ 
ning on their merits, or 
the rule relating to the 
proper conduct and good 
reputation of racing.” 

All three riders 
received letters inform¬ 
ing them that the 
Stewards of the Jockey 
Club, having heard the 
evidence and viewed a 
video of the race, were 
of the opinion that there 
was insufficient evi¬ 
dence under the regula¬ 
tions for the matter to be 
referred to the discipli¬ 
nary committee. 

Brunico, a winner of 
The Daily Telegraph 
Trophy in 1992 when 
chalking-up 12 consecu¬ 
tive races, won a further 
11 races in 1993 and was 
the first horse in 20 
years to win the classic 
Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire meeting 
two years in succession. 

He ended his days in 
a sad and mysterious 
way, being found by his 
trainer Peter Bowen in a 
field with severe injuries 
to his head and forelegs 
and had to be put down.
